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WEEKLY NEWS BULLETIN OF LEGISLATURE 


(issued by Publicity Commissioner Government Buildings, Edmonton.) 


After a debate lasting all Thursday afternoon, the 
Legislature passed, hy vote of 42 to 11, an amendment 
to the Moore-Love yesolution regarding adverse votes 
on government mensures, which provides that the gov 
ernment of the day need not be bound to accept defeat 
of any government measure or resolution as occasion 
for resignation save when followed by a vote of want 
of confidence. Two members of the opposition, Mrs. 
McClung and §S. G. Tobin, of Leduc, as well as the in- 
dependent members,; voted th the members on the 
government side. Premier Greenfield, Hon. Mr. Brownlee 
and Hon. Mr. Hoadley did not vote. The original motion 
submitted by Alex Moore, of Cochrane and J. R. Love of 
Wainwright, was asi follows: “Whereas under the gener- 
ally accepted interpretation of the working of the British 
Parliamentary System, it is assumed that the defeat of a 
bill or measure presented to the pate assembly by 
a minister of the Crpwn officially on behalf of the govern- 
ment is in itself a defeat of the government; and 

“Whereas the members of this legislative assembly 
feel that that the time has come when members ought to 
be free to vote either for or against any bill or measure 
before the house without thereby expressing lack of con- 
fidence in the government; 

“Therefore be it resolved that this house express its 
desire that the Premier ought not to consider the defeat 
of any government measure or motion a sufficient reason 
for tendering the resigination of his government, unless 
such a defeat be followed by a vote of non-confidence in 
the Abe ge | 

he amended resolution, submitted by N. S. Smith of 
Olds and G. A. alae Hand Hills, and passed by the

“Whereas it is the opinion of thishouse that freedom 
of speech and action on the part of the individual mem- 
bers should be encauraged;

Greenfield in the house, show a deficit on operation of

The Lethbridge charter amendments ask for pro- 
vision for appointment of three advisory commissioners 
who govern the gity.

_The seed grain act provides for advances for seed 
grain to farmers jn the south, with provision for security 
by promissory note, land mortgage or chattle mortgage.

The relief act proves for ad- 
vances for relief purposes, security for which may be tak- 
en by chattle or land mortgage. 


Acts passed through committee for third reading 
or finally passed, include the minimum wage bill for wo- 
men, introduced by Mrs. Parlby, the drinage and irriga 
tion districts act amendments, the amendments to the 
brand act, the act to rovide for adustment of inequali- 
ties of assessments, which provides for the adustment of 
inequalities by the equalization assessment board, which 
operated under the! supplementary revenue act. 


In committee of the whole, changes were made in the 
act t oregulate produce commission merchants, to pro- 
vide that retail merehants handling farm produce as part 
of their business would not come under the scope of the 
act The bond minimum under the act for commission 
merchants was reduced from $2000 to $1000. 


In reply to a question put by Charles R. Mitchell, 
Bow Valley, Attorney General Brownlee, stated that the 
sheriff of the judical district of Medicine Hat was retired 
on Feb, 1, 1922, with a bonus of two months salary, the 
purpose being to reduce staff: that the offices of sheriff 
and clerk of the court were amalgamated and would be 
continued: that no other person than a member of the 
public service would pe appointed to fill the vacancy.. 


The ultimate goa} of the people of Alberta should be 
municipally owned hpspitals everywhere supported by 
taxation, where patierits may receive bed, boarrd, use of 
operating room and Xpray for the nominal fee of $1.00 
per day, was the statement of A. K. Whiston, organizer 
of hospitals for the provincial government in an address 
delivered last week at Calgary.
